No Panic Or Ex citement 
While Awaiting The 
Rescue Ships

transferred to shore by boat.

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., May 30. 
—On a sandy spit near Point Ar- 
guello, “the graveyard of the Pa­ 
cific,” the coastwise steam er H ar­ 
vard went aground at 3:30 a.m. to­ 
day but all of her passengers, 465 
holiday ex cursionists, were rescued 
w'ithoiit so much as getting “their 
feet w'et.” 
The 
steamer, 
bound 
from 
San 
Francisco to Los Angeles, dug her 
hull into the treacherous off-shore 
sands of the point as she crept 
through a choking fog, sirens blar­ 
ing 
and 
engines 
turning 
at 
half 
speed. 
As the 3,800-ton craft, 25-year-old 
veteran of the seas and once a w ar­ 
time transport that carried the boys 
“over 
there,” 
struck 
bottom 
and 
trembled from stem to stern, SOS 
messages flashed up and dow'n the 
coast. 
Three United States coast guard 
cutters, two freighters, the steam ­ 
ship San Anselmo and the steam ­ 
ship Marsodak and the U. 
S. S. 
Louisville, 
new'est « i the- nav'y’s 
fighting forces, picked up the call 
and raced to the rescue. 
The 
passengers 
climbed 
from

There w'as no panic nor ex ­ 
citement. 
In the words of Captain 
L. B. Hillsinger, commander of the 
stranded vessel, radioed in a mes­

STRUCK BY ARNOLD’S 
WHEEL, BOY DIES 


INDIANAPOLIS. May 30.—The ac­ 
cident that cheated Billy Arnold of 
apparent 
victory

far more costly to an 11-year-old boy 
standing on the front porch of his 
home just outside the race grounds. 
The wheel that flew off Arnold’s 
car, causing the crash, shot over the

Brink, sitting with members of his 
family. 
The boy died tonight from 
the injury. 
Arnold suffered a fracture of the 
right hip, severe burns about the 
back and possible internal injuries. 
His riding mechanic, Spider Mat­ 
lock, suffered a dislocated shoulder 
and painful burns and bruises. 
Luther Johnson, 27. South Bend, 
with whose car Arnold’s racer coll­ 
ided after throwing the wheel, sus­ 
tained

injuries, 
cuts 
and 
bruises.

William H. Richards, suf­ 
fered a W’renched back, sprains and 
bruises. 
Anthony

FIREMEN BURNED 
AT REFINERY BLAZE

WINCCHESTER, Kas., May 30.— 
A posse of several hundred citizens 
was searching the w'ooded hills of 
Jefferson county 
tonight for Wil­ 
liam 
Hunsucker, 
63, a truck 
far­ 
mer they accused of murdering a 
neighbor and his son. 
Marvin Mallory, 
a farm 
hand, 
told 
officers 
Hunsucker 
had 
shot 
and killed Charles Richardson and 
his 
son, 
Charles, 
Jr., 
after 
they 
had 
criticized 
him 
for 
leaving 
gates open. 
Officers, 
upon 
arriving 
at 
the 
Hunsucker home w'here the shoot­ 
ing 
took 
place, 
found 
the 
truck 
farmer had fled. Bloodhounds w'ere 
placed on his trail, but their ef­ 
forts failed to locate the missing 
man. 
Deputy Sheriff Thompson of Os- 
kaloosa directed 
the 
posse

Co rn, King o f Summer Veg eta bles 


The one and only reason for not 
growing sweet corn in the home gar­ 
den is b ecause the garden is too 
small. 
Otherwise 
sweet 
corn 
is 
the 
most 
desirab le 
of 
vegetab les 
for the home garden, the wing of 
sum m er 
vegetab les, 
always 
desir­ 
ab le, and too often not of the b est 
q uality. 
This is true b ecause q ual­ 
ity corn must b e fresh picked and, 
to get it, must b e grown at home. 
Corn will grow in any well-work­ 
ed soil b ut the b est corn req uires 
the b est soil. Good corn land is the 
criterion of a successful farm. Giv-a 
the garden plenty of fertilizer in 
that portion of it where corn is to 
grow. 
Well-drained, warm soil is to 
this vegetab le’s taste with constant 
moderate moisture. 
It does not like 
waterlogged soil. 
Corn is a warm weather crop. It 
cold, 
wet 
springs 
ihere 
is 
often 
difficuliy 
witli 
seed 
rotting 
after 
it is sown and it has to b e re­ 
planted. 
It is wisest to b e in no 
great hurry to get corn planted, as 
greater 
speed 
of growth 
will 
b e. 
made in warm days and nights. 
The time-honored system of plant­ 
ing corn was in hills, three or four 
stalks 
to 
a 
hill, 
the 
hills 
ab out 
tliree feet apart each way. 
With 
the smaller growing corn planting in 
rows, sowing at the rate of five or 
six 
kernels 
to 
iJie 
foot,

mile— abo ut o ne-eighth the co st o f stand­ 
ard hard pav ing. 
Upkeep ex pense is like­ 
wise lo w' and such ro ads may be adapted 
to their territo ries by using lo cal mater­ 
ials as the base- 
Fro m the 
standpo int 
o f the farmer, 
go o d ro ads are indispensable. They mean 
an end to the time wiien he stay s ho me in 
bad w'eather, o r started fo r to wn and go t 
mired. 
They remo v e the o bstacles in the 
w'ay o f receiv ing medical attentio n and 
fire figliting facilities, o f sending his chil­ 
dren to and fro m scho o l. 
They are the 
best inv estment the states hav e ev er made 
in behalf o f agriculture and the small 
to wn. 
It is no w'o nder the go o d ro ads mo v e­ 
ment is making great pro gress ev en in a 
time when “ mo ney is tight.”

is learning that tax mo ney inv ested in
